Eleven counts are contained in 
each murder indictment against the 
young men, who previously had con- 
fessed they slew Robert, a chance 
passerby, in prsuit of their plan to 
kill, just to “get a thrill.” 

The indetments charging Leopold 
and Loeb with murder and kidnapinz 
for ransom were returned this morn- 
ing before Chief Justice Caverly of 
the Criminal court, -who immediately 
ordered the boys brought before him 
Monday for arraignment. Habeas 
corpus proceedings which had been 
instituted by counsel for the boys was 
ordered dismissed. The grand jurors 
in returning the indictments, recom- 
mended that the yoths be held with- 
out bail.

With ho new infections of the foot 
and mouth disease in Contra Costa 
since May 8, state and federal offi- 
cials felt confident yesterday that 
the epizootic has finally been brought 
under control. As soon as a 30-day 
period hag elapsed without infections 
some of the restrictions that have 
been imposed will be released in va- 
rious iparts of the county, and today 
the only sections where quarantine 
resulationg are being rigidly enforced 
is in the last districts to become in- 
fected and territory contiguous. 

Test herds are rapidly being Placed 
on infected premises to determifie. 
whether any germs Dake. escaped dis- 
infecting crews. 

Using Ilberal quantities of disin- 
fectants thoroughly applied to the 
barns and equipment on farms in- 
eected with foot and mouth disease 
the cleaning and disinfecting crews 
are making rapid progress.
